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Attachment to Advisory action 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 3/28/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

First, applicant's after-final amendments filed 3/28/05 has not been entered 
because it adds new claims 25-27 without canceling a corresponding number of finally 
rejected claims. 

Second, applicant argues Mueller teaches using the same composition for both 
sides of the web whereas the instant claims can use different compositions. This 
argument is misplaced because the instant claims are open-ended and the use of the 
same composition is within the metes and bounds of the instant claims. 

Third, applicant argues that Mueller teaches a functional web rather than a 
decorative web. This argument is misplaced because a functional web is not outside of 
the definition of the instant decorative web. In fact, applicant definition of decorative 
web is broad enough to include the functional web of Mueller. 

Fourth, applicant argues that there is no suggestion to combine Mueller and 
Ellison. It should be noted that obviousness can only be established by combining or 
modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is 
some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references 
themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 
F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation comes from 
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knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the automotive art that a 
transparent layer provides enhanced protection to an exterior body panel.
